CRISIS GAN 
BE TURNED 
LY YS 


NO USE TRYING TO CAMOUFLAGE 
GRAVITY OF THE SITUATION 
WIRES WAR CORRES- 


PONDENT

London, Dee. 15.—There is no use 
trying camouflage the gravity of the | 


situation on the west front—the only | 


war theatre which, in the last analy- 
sis really counts. 

Today Premier Lloyd-George’s 
Speech at Gray’s Inn was regarde 
as a call to arms in a present day 
crisis. 

The set-back to British arms at 
Cambrai has not only practi sally nul- 
lified Field Marshal Haig’s splendidly 
conceived and General Byng’s splen- 
didly executed advance, but it is 
generally admitted the reverse mark- 
ea tae Ghd of the British offensive 
for some time to come. 

The initiative has now passed to 
Hindenburg. 

The most competent experts pre- 
dict that only the greatest efforts will 
prevent the Germans from fulfilling 
their boast to break through -the al- 
lied line before American participa- 
tion can equalize the reinforcement 
of the German line from the Russian 
front. 

This reinforcement of the enemy, 
made possible by the cessation of 
fighting on the east front, means a 
half million picked men to throw in- 
to the assault against the allied line 
before America can get in. 

Besides restoring to Hindenburg 
his long-lost initiative, General 
Byng’s reserve graphically demon- 
strates the untruth of various widely 
prevalent stories regarding the en- 
emy. 

It demonstrates the utter absurdity 
of the story that the morale of the 
Germans is waning. 

It gives the lie to the confidentially 
circulated stories of Germany’s im- 
pending collapse. 

Regardless of who is personally 
responsible for the Cambrai reverse, 
the fundamental reason doubtless lies 
in the fact that the whole army has 
been permeated with such a spirit of 
cocksureness—if not over-confidence 
—that it has grown careless. 

Coincidently there has been a gen- 
eral development of a tendency to 
underestimate the enemy’s capacity 
for an offensive. 

The fact remains \that the crisis is 
at hand and that the public is being } 
awakened to realization of it. Prac- 
tically every London newspaper to- 
day. classed Premier Lloyd-George’s 
speech as a well-timed stimulant.

CONGRESS IS BUSY TODAY WITH 
PROBE OF METHODS OF 
HANDLING AFFAIRS 


OF WAR 
Washington, Dec. 15.—The war 
probe was driven farther into the 


conduct of the American army and 
food administration today. 

General Crozier, chief of ordnance, 
was again on the stand before the 
senate military affairs committee 
while 
statement to the senate committee 
on manufactures and plans were laid 
for opening Monday the coal hearings 
and the house naval investigation. 

The reason for sudden searching in 
to everything pertaining to the war 
is now clearly seen to hark back to 
the last session of congress. Then 
members were balked in the effort to 
create a committee on expenditures 
and conduct of the war. And they 
quietly went to work'‘to gather evi- 
dence which has resulted in the sen- 


sational disclosures of America’s 
military unpreparedness and sugar 
famine. 


Open criticism of the government 
is expected to flare forth in congress 
at any moment. A shakeup in Amer- 
ican war control as violent as those 
which have rocked the British and 
French governments at different 
times is not unlikely. 

Partisanship is denied by the in- 
vestigators, Applause was general 
on both sides of the house of repre- 
sentatives when Republican Minor- 
ity Leader Gillett attacked Secretary 
of the Treasury McAdoo for with- 
holding expenditures information 
congress had requested. ' 

The general senate sentiment for 
thoroughness caused a slight suspic- 
ion that there fay be a “white - 
wash” taint to the house naval probe.
